DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct sets of 
species: 

A. The first and second biological samples (e.g., claims 29-37); 

B. The analytical method for comparing (e.g., claims 48 and 49); and 

C. The difference in the relative abundance (e.g., claims 51 and 52). 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that unity of invention shall be fulfilled when there is a technical 
relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special 
technical features. The situation involving the so-called Markush practice wherein a single claim 
defines alternatives (chemical or non-chemical) is also governed by PCT Rule 13.2. In this 
special situation, the requirement of a technical interrelationship and the same or corresponding 
special technical features as defined in PCT Rule 13.2, shall be considered to be met when the 
alternatives are of a similar nature. 

Here, the claimed biological samples, do not all have a common property or activity, and 
possess different biological structures. The analytical methods of NMR and mass spectrometry 
are unrelated alternatives to one another. And the determination point in the difference of the 
relative abundance of the samples is also unrelated between species. 

Accordingly, restriction to a single species as defined above is proper. 

Applicants are advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of 
the species for each set that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an 
election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, Applicants will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR § 1.141. If claims are added after 
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the election, Applicants must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 
809.02(a). 

Should Applicants traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
Applicants should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species 
to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
Examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is advised that in order for the reply to this requirement to be complete, the 
reply must include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR § 1.43). Because the above restriction/election requirement is complex, a 
telephone call to Applicant to request an oral election was not made. See MPEP § 812.01. 

Time for Reply 

Applicant is reminded that 1 -month (not less than 30 days) shortened statutory period 
will be set for reply when a written requirement is made without an action on the merits. This 
period may be extended under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a). Such action will not be an

application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
